On February 5, 1954 In ay reply to Hr. Dorsey 1 panted out teat if 
King Sand bad been incorrectly quoted, the error should be eerreeted 
by tee press. However if upon investigation It la found teat tea 
published statement mo correct, teen go Jterther flnenciel cr ailitary 
assistance can legally be grants Saudi Arabia aa it would violate 
Section 202 (b) of tee Mutual Security Act of 1951* 

On February 5 , 1954 Mr. Howard A. Cote, Chief, Public Services Division 
Department of State, replied that wader the Trlpaotite Declaration of 
1950, tee United States stood fully behind tea oomltaewta to resist 
aggr ess ion In violation of existing erslstlee agreements between Israel 
end tee Arab States. 

It new appears test tee statements of King Baud were correctly reported, 
because tee papers state teat tee Arab countries are assembling armies 
on tee borders of Israel. Sing Baud recently visited Cairo and it Meats 
that hs is actively engaged in preparing to carry out his warlike 
intentions. 

An slarn oust be sounded, and Immediate warning given to King Baud end 
tee Arab states that any agression on their part will violate the 
tripartite Declaration of Hay 1950, and tee Mutual Security Aet of 1951. 
And that the eenotiona provided fey those acts will be involved. 

It is of the greatest moment teat fire and definite action bo taken 
immediately because s spark in tee Bear Bast nay kindle a world wide 
conflagration, sad tea cold war will becosa a hot war. 
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Xing Sand has nor® than warlike Intentions. He has publicly stated 
that he will conquer Israel and wipe It off the face of the earth. This 
la barbarian! s?a and not to be taken lightly. Mien Hitler made similar 
statements they were Ignored because deemed fantastic, but events proved 
him to be very serious. Thus it is with King Saud, 

the United States Government and Its people seek peace. Peace oan be 
realised in this Instance by a firm policy of not giving anae nor any 
assistance to the Arab States until King Saud and his allies agree to 
abandon their warlike intention and to sot and live at peace with Israel 
and the rest of the Nations of the world. 

It is respectfully requested that the United States act immediately 
end firmly in this ease.
